
Authorize a contract modification for water utility services 

between Franklin County and the City of Columbus for the 
Rickenbacker/ Lockbourne Service Area 
 

(Sanitary Engineering) 
 

WHEREAS, the Franklin County Board of Commissioners and the City of 
Columbus entered into a contract for water utility services for the 

Rickenbacker/ Lockbourne service area in 1991; and 
 

WHEREAS, Franklin County has owned and operated the Rickenbacker 
water utility service area since 1991, and in that time has purchased 

water from the City of Columbus via a master meter; and 
 

WHEREAS, the Franklin County Board of Commissioners wishes to modify 
the 1991 contract by transferring ownership and operation/ maintenance 

of the Rickenbacker service area to the City of Columbus; and 

 
WHEREAS, the Village of Lockbourne receives water via Franklin County 

from the Rickenbacker service area via a separate master meter; and 
 

WHEREAS, the new contract will continue to provide Franklin County the 
rights to serve water to the Village of Lockbourne; and  

 
WHEREAS, Resolution 989-10 has made it possible to modify the 1991 

water utility services contract through intergovernmental cooperation 
between the City of Columbus and the County of Franklin, Ohio; and 

 
WHEREAS, the water utility services contract has been approved by the 

Franklin County Prosecuting Attorney; now, therefore, 
 

BE IT RESOLVED, BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF FRANKLIN 

COUNTY, OHIO: 
 

1. That the attached water utility services contract between the City of 
Columbus and The County of Franklin, Ohio is hereby approved.
